There is no more typically 
American organisation than . the 
Every com- 
munity, from:hamlet to metropolis, 
has its chamber or board of trade, 
and the activities of these bodies of 
publie minded. businesa .men are 
often productive of astonishing: re- 
sults. This hos been the case in 
Los Angeles. The whole. Pacific 
Southwest. is benefiting from the 
well-rounded promotional and ser- 
vice programme ‘conducted by that 
city’s Chamber. of Commerce. , 

This review comes logically from 
the pen of. Major James who is the 
founder.of the Marine Exchange of 
the Los Angeles: Chamber of Com- 
merce and: who is now . assistant 
manager of the Chamber's Depart- 
ment of Foreign Commerce and 
‘Shipping, . + ; . 

. It may ba of interest to have pre- 
sented. an outline of the purposes 
and. general “functioning of ‘the 
Chamber of Commerce as it has de- 
veloped in Los. Angeles, Calif. 

The fundamental creed - of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
runs through all of its activities 
hack to the date of its founding in 
1888, in which there is set up In its 
by-laws as. its first object—"to 
foster the commerce of Los Angeles 
and. Southern California.” Its 
initial period of activity centered 
around the development of agricul- 
ture as fundamental to the building 
up of trade and commerce, This 
development was not long in’ bring- 
ing about a surplus. of foodstuffs 
that required an outlet to outside 
markets ‘and the . Chamber there- 
upon found need for focusing its 
activities on the development of the 
‘most, economic transportation facili- 
ties, for providing access to 
markets, ate : 

Proximity to tide water directed 
attention to ‘the economies of water 
transportation and the possibilities 
of foreign markets, The comple- 
tion of ‘ trariscontinenta! railronds 
further emphasised the necessity 
and value of an-ogean gateway that 
would economica 
Southern California but as well the 
entire -Pacific. ‘Southwest and the 
nation as a whole.’ While for ao 
period of over a hundred years Los 
-Angeles lay within twenty miles of 
what is historically the oldest port 
on the Pacific Coast, it was not 
until the Chainber of Commerce 
came Into being, fn 1888, that any 
definite, effective steps were taken 
looking toward its development as 
an instrument of trade,

which the Chamber , of Commerce 


was required to, broaden ita activi-). 


ties in order to meet the necessity 
of Building’ up industrial payrolls 
and in doing so to ‘provide a 
divérsity of products suaceptible 
also of being marketed in foreign

Thus the activities of the Cham- 
ber of .Commerce have become 
developed to serve the three tunda- 
tmentals of trade, Le, agriculture, 
manufacturing and marketing, and

The West River began to rise on 
May 7 at Wuchow, the rise being 

On 
June 6, Wuchow recorded its 
higheat water-level of 51.2 ft, 
which is, atill’8.7 ft below the 
ayerage of summer floods. 

At Shiuhing, the highest water 
was recorded one day Inter, on 
June 7, being 2.7 ft. below the or- 
dinary summer floods.’ 


BENEFIT OF CONTROL. 


“The newly completed control 
sluice and dykes ‘in front of the 
Sunglung ‘Valicy, constructed by 
the Board of Conservancy Works, 

_ prevented inundation of some 
‘90,000 more of Jand which, up till 
now, have been subject to yearly 
inundations. Sunglung Valley be- 
ing now snfeguarded against floods 
will, in the future, produce two rice 
crops ‘instead ‘of one in every 
second year, which wag the cage be- 
fore the sluice was built. 

The North River . reached its 
imaximum at Shiukwan on June 4,’ 
and at Tsingyuen on the same day.

- No dyke breaches with accom- 
panying inundation has been re- 
ported from the North River, In 
the mountainous regions, "heavy 
showers scem to have caused some 
alight accidents; but In the dyke 
protected regions, the floods did no:

SHEKLUNG CITY. 


Compared with the other rivers, 
.the East River has shown slightly 
higher flood stayes. In the moun- 
tainous districts some ‘tributaries 
rose above the normal high waters, 
but the main river never rose above 
normal. : 

For a few days parts of Shek- 
Jung, which’ is unprotected against 
the annual foods, rere covered 
with water; but this happens al- 


most every year and can only be! 


avoided by enclosing the market 
within embankments, 

At Sheklung, the highest stage of 
the water was reached on May 23 
when 18.2 ft, above lowest low 
water was registered. This stage 
is, however, 2.4 ft."below the aver- 
age height of the summer floods. .
